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A. Arguments 

Remarks 

The following argues why the cited references, although similar, refer to an invention of 
totally different structure and purpose to mine. 

My claim clearly identifies the object that it was invented for (bold face 1) and 
specifically describes how it will work with that particular item (bold face 1 and 2) 
which, in itself, makes it completely different from the claim cited by Emalfarb. The 
claim cited by Emalfarb does not describe how the invention works with the item it was 
invented for other than making a broad statement that it is "capable of cradling a part of 
object" such as a "pot". 

Moreover, the description of the structure of my invention goes on to specifically identify 
that after the side portions and arms of equal length are bent vertically downward and 
then upward to points equivalent to hanger portion height to form the cradle portion and 
joiner means, the side portions of my invention are joined at the front of the cradle 
device (bold face 3) and that the side portions are constructed so that said joiner means is 
spaced forward (bold face 4) of the hanger portion to form a cradle device for cradling 



the handled utflity object (bold 5). Although Emalfarbs claun notes that the cradle 
portion has spaced apart side portions having equal length bent vertically downward and 
then upward to points equivalent to hanger portion height to form the cradle portion and 
joiner means like mine, it does not join in front of cradle device it is not spaced forward 
and does not cradle a handled utility object. It does, however, have a circular rim that 
connects all of wires which, again, is a totally different structure than mine. 

I disagree with the examiner's position and have clearly explained my argument, its 
differences to the references cited by the examiner ^and how important these differences 
are to the distinction of my invention. 

Please review and reconsider the rejection.
